THE RUSSIAN PRBESS. 

It takes from fifteen to twenty days 
for mail matter to reach Los Ange- 
les from St. Petersburg and Moscow, 
go that at the present moment I have 
the Russian papers only up to Feb- 
ruary 24, or for the first sixteen days 
of the present war. Among them are 
the Novoe Vremya of St. Petersburg, 
the Russkia Viedomosti of Moscow, 
the Novi Kral of Port Arthur. Their 
careful review establishes beyond any 
doubt that neither official nor un- 
official Russia expected war and was 
in no way prepared for it. St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow both were en rely 
taken aback—amaszsed to the u t— 
and not before February 10 did the 
country begin to realize that she was 
actually at war with Japan. The pa- 
pers up to that date and up to the 
receipt of news of the attacks upon 
Port Arthur and Chemulpo were very 
mild towards Japan.

JAPAN’S TREACHERY.

Japan's first 
blow, which deprived the Russian fleet 
of three battleships and four cruisers 
was frankly and openly acknowledged 
but it was branded as treachery. as a 
stab in the back, and acted as a spark, 
starting an immense conflagration.

The Russian press for the last 
two weeks is full of extracts on the 
subject from the most influential Ger- 
man, French, Austrian, Italian, Swed-

licious and interested hand clev- 
erly and persistently manipulating the 
news and extracts from the American 
press to the Russian press agencies. 

ly the most unfriendly of them as 
well as of the numerous offensive car- 
toons were sent to Russia. ! ex- 
tracts and cartoons as a whole rep- 
resent a really obnoxious and highly 
insulting quasi-consensus of the Amer- 
ican public opinion. Everythin 
friendly and even neutral was ev 
dently-earefully suppressed. America is 
far away from Russia. and only or- 
ganized agencies have the opportunity 
to disseminate news regularly and 
broadcast. Private information from 
friendly sources cannot reach far. 
Bitterness and resentment arose at 
once—and, discussing the various proc- 
lamations of neutrality, in its. leader 
of February 15,the Novoe Vremya says: 
“There are néutralities which are mo- 
rose and unsatisfactory. The United 
States and England realize that mean- 
ine perhaps better than any other na- 

on, 

No Russian paper so far reminded 
America of the past and accused her of 
ingratitude or asked for retaliation. 
All they evidently expected was fair- 
ness and judgment of the present case 
on its own merit. The failure to get 
even that is the main cause of dis- 
appointment. Political prejudice, un- 
founded in reality and bred on Anglo- 
phile tendencies of the government, is 
hinted at as the cause of America’s at- 


titude.

There 
were five boys and four girls, but one 
or two of the boys died. San Fran- 
cisco was found to offer a better field 
for the peculiar talents posseésed by 
the family, but Amos came to grief 
about six months ago and returned to 
the old home. He was present when 
there was a little family difficulty and, 
a lighted lamp was used a8 a weapon 
and went sailing through the air.

GRIFFITH MAY SERVE 
AN ADDITIONAL YEAR. 


F Griffith J. Griffith perfects his ap- 

peal to the Supreme Court, in the 

case wherein he was convicted of an 
arsault with a deadly weapon upon his 
wife, Mrs. Christina Griffith, in the Ar- 
cadia Hotel at Santa Monica, he will 
practically serve an additional year 
the sentence passed by the court.

The matter of admitting convicted 
felons to bail pending an appeal is 
within the discretion of the court, but 
not an unlimited and just-as-you- 
Please kind of discretion, and Jud 
Smith has systematically followed t 
rulings of the Supreme Court in this 
regard. The court of last resort has 
held that this discretion should never 
be exercised save in cases where extra- 
ordinary circumstances have arisen. In 
several cases such circumetances have 
appeared.

Judge Smith has on several occasions 
been importuned to grant bail in cases 
on a par with that of Griffith, but has 
always refused. At the same time it 
requires no formal application in open 
court to get bail. Not infrequentiy that 
matter is settied with the judge in 
chambers, though the court in certain 
cases requires that reasonable notice 
be given to the District Attorney so 
that he may op the application if 
he should deem it wise to 80.

AN ADMIRALITY CASE. 
DAMAGES FOR COLLISION. 


Justice Young's court was engaged 
in the trial of an admiralty case yes- 
terday, J. J. Jenkins et al. suing the 
Wilmington .

bait for other suckers, 

At O'Brien's trial Monday he denied 
that the piece of tin was of the 
gambling peraphernalia. e said he 
had stomach trouble and wore the strip 
of metal over his liver for medicinal 
purposes. Whether the tin liverpad 
was necessary for the successful ma- 
nipulation of the machine or not, Police 
Captain Auble made such a clear de- 
monstration of the crooked nature of 
the machine that the court found 
O’Brien guilty as charged, and yester- 
day was tho time for sentence.
